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CENTRAL LABOR 
UNION REFUSES 
T0 RECOGNIZE 
THE WHITE RATS 


Denies Representatives a Seat 
in Their Meeting 


Carr and Williams Turned 
Down Because A. F. of L. 


Is Investigating Conditions 
Within the White Rat Ranks 


New York, May 15.—Despite the 
fact that the White Rats Actors’ 
Union of America is affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, 
two accredited representatives of the 
actors’ organization were denied the 
right to sit with the Central Federated 
Union at a meeting of the latter body 
a week ago; in fact, they were bluntly 
told that so far as the C. F. U. was 
concerned the White Rats had no of- 
ficial standing. nor would they have 
while the affairs of the actors’ body 
were undergoing an investigation at 
the hands of a committee of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

It appears that Ernest Carr, acting 
secretary of the Rats during the ab- 
sence in the West of Harry Mount- 
ford, and Arthur Williams, both mem- 
bers of the recently elected interna- 
tional board, presented themselves at 
c. F. U. headquarters with duly au- 
thorized credentials accrediting them 
as White Rat representatives to the 
labor organization. Their credentials 
were examined and the matter was 
referred to higher officials, who 
pointed out that due to the fact that 
the White Rats and their organization 
were being investigated by the parent 
organization, the A. F. of L., it would 
de impossible for the C. F. U. to offi- 
cially recognize them. The two dis- 
appointed White Rats were forced to 
wend their way back to Forty-sixth 
street headquarters where an indigna- 
tion meeting was called, but to no 
avail. 

It begins to look as though the 
American Federation of Labor and 
its affiliated bodies mean business in 
their investigation of the condition of 
affairs that has developed within the 
inner circles of the White Rats. For 
months The Billboard has been point- 
ing out that such an investigation 
would reveal a condition which would 
justify the A. F. of L. in revoking the 
White Rat charter, and proceeding 
with the organization of a new organi- 
zation to embrace all of the various 
theatrical societies under one group, 
each individual body to have its own 
local autonomy. 

The White Rats have been con- 
stantly prating of their strength with 
Organized labor, but the refusal to

ANNUAL MEETING AND ELECTION 
OF ACTORS’ FUND OF AMERICA 


Proposed Amendment 


To Make Membership 


Compulsory To Secure Aid From Organiza- 
tion Defeated — Daniel Frohman and 
Other Present Officers Re-Elected 


New York, May 13.—Membership in 
the Actors’ Fund of America, in order 
for a member of the theatrical profes- 
sion to obtain aid from that organiza- 
tion, will not be compulsory, as the 
result of the defeat of an amendment 
to make such provision, at the annual 
meeting of the Fund, held last Tues- 
day in the Hudson Theater. The 
amendment proposed that only actors 
who had been members of the Fund 
for three years or had paid three 
years’ dues in advance should be given 
relief or assistance by the Fund. The 
amendment was offered in the belief 
that the time had arrived when the 
growth of the theatrical profession 
and the development of the motion 
picture industry, with its thousands of 
actors, made some such restriction im- 
perative if the Fund were to remain 
solvent. 


Considerable opposition was brought 
to bear and the amendment was 
tabled, the argument being advanced 
that the Fund, which had gained the 
reputation of being the mest liberal 
and broad charity in the world, should 
continue to be conducted along the 
original lines on which it was founded. 

This week’s meeting was the thirty- 
fifth annual of the Fund and all of the 
officers were re-elected, with the ex- 
ception of Edwin D. Miner, who re- 
linquished his duties because of fail- 
ing health. The officers named follow: 

President, Daniel Frohman; first 
vice-president, Joseph R. Grismer; 
second vice-president, F. F. Mackay;

Reorganized With Greatly Increased 
Capital—Boston Organization Had 
Most Successful Season 


New York, May 13.—Max Rabinoff, 
managing director of the Boston 
Grand Opera Company, has just an- 
nounced the reorganization of the 
company on a national scale, to be 
known hereafter as The Boston-Na- 
tional Grand Opera Company, with a 
capitalization of $150,000, an increase 


over the original company of $140,- 
000, and with a plan to present ad- 
vanced opera in all of the principal 
cities of the country. The incorpora- 
tors of the new organization are H. A. 
Connor, the banker; Samuel R. Ra- 
binoff and Max Rabinoff, the latter 
continuing in his capacity of manag- 
ing director. 

The first season of the combined 
Boston Grand Opera Company and 
the Paviowa Ballet Russe proved to 
be ene of the most highly successful 
in opera history. The organization 
visited forty-eight cities in twenty- 
seven States, traveling 18,802 miles in 
seven months and appearing before 
approximately 750,000 people. It was 
the longest opera tour on record, ex- 
tending from Coast to Coast and em- 
bracing performances in all of the 
principal cities. 

In each of the cities visited during 
the season there has been organized a 
grand opera committee, a member 
from each being made a member of 
the advisory committee of the new 
permanent opera organization, so that 
thereafter each appearance of the 
Boston-National Grand Opera Com- 
pany will be under local auspices. 

It is planned to launch the second 
season of the Boston organization 
early in October. Four distinct va- 
rieties of opera are to be given, the 
first consisting of Russian novelties, 
the second of French works, the third 
of Italian and the fourth consisting 
of one opera to be sung in English— 
the original text. There will also be 
a ballet in connection with the opera, 
but whether or not it will be the Pav- 
lowa ballet has not been determined.

Fancy a screen star, exploited the world over in a few months on a scale 
never before equaled, even in these days of sensational publicity, actually 
protesting with tears in her eyes that she is brokenhearted over the nature 
and scope of her fame, and is now pleading with the Universal’s publicity 
expert that, being a child of the stage, having risen from obscurity to stellar- 
dom step by step, Miss Mersereau deplores the astounding and intrepid nature 
of the campaign and now begs a return to what she calls more dignified meth- 
ods. Violet would have far less ‘“‘copy’’ meted out by her restless publicity staff 
and she pleads that if her fame depends on such exploits as the recent “Hand- 
somest Man Contest” she wants no more of it.

Famous Prima Donna of Early Amer-

On November 9, 1887, Miss Kellogg 
was married to Strakosch, who had 
been her manager when she was with 
the Max Strakosch Opera Company, 
and retiring from the musical world 
the couple took up their residente 
here.

This seems a rather wild prephecy, but when 
the Griffith film was first exploited the public 
was by no means aroused or as intensely in- 
terested in film features as it is today. As a 
matter of fact, while there way be some decline 
in the film industry as a whole, who can say 
that the public is not more receptive than ever 
it was to the truly big pleture? Moreover, it is 
a mistaken idea to assume that even as many as 


three or four great film spectacles cannot be ex- 


‘ plotted simultaneously in New York, and there 


are these who insist that the best time to exploit 
and exhibit all these productions for the screen 
is during the next few weeks. There are at 
least a quarter of a million transients passing 
through this Metropolis daily, and it ie a very 
small percentage of this total that will not be 
attracted to see a picture so magnificently pre- 
sented and so tremendously exploited. Neverthe- 
less, the film magnates are lying awake nights 
in the effort to be first in the fleld. The line-out

Although John J. Murdock has reached his 
present position in the vaudeville world through 
a Quarter of a century of incessant toil he is 
probably less known to laymen than the most 
humble of the thousands among stagefolk whose 
destiny be presides over in that little hole tn 
the wall on the sixth floor of the Palace Theater 
BulWing. 

Here Murdock holds sway, bandl!ng the maze 
of problems which daily confront him without 
the slightest friction, if ome may judge from his 
unruffied manner and calm disposition. Mar- 
dock's office is probably the least pretentious 
in the big vaudeville institution. There is room 
within its confines for not over one person aside 
from his secretary, a young Iady, who, like her 
chief, appears to be the least occupied of all 
about ber. One never sees a euperfiuouws scrap 
of paper in the Murdock sanctum, the door of 
which is practically open to every caller. That 
Murdock is not today a multi-millionaire as a re- 
sult of his pioneer activities in the film industry 
is due less to the present powers in filmdom 
whom he made what they are today than to his 
passionate devotion to vaudeville. To this day 
no one has ever presented such vamdeville bills 
as Murdock did during his long regime at Masonic 
Temple Roof Garden in Chicago, and if the his- 
tory of vaudeville is ever adequately recited the 
part that was played in it by E. F. Albee’s loyal 
ald will occupy an important chepter in it, ff in- 
deed a volume might not well be utilized on 
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Murdock’s unbroken activities in vaudeville and 
motion pictures. 

The-e is no better place than here to state 
what few people know of film history that it 
was Murdock who persistently fought the so- 
called Motion Picture Trust, also taking ap the 
cudgel for the independent rear producers, not 
resting until these ind as — 
and later op even stronger than the original com 
byné. 

When his health failed him Murdock had to 
capitulate, but not until the independente 
picturedom were impregnably intretiched for 
time.

AMERICAN MUSICIANS 


Hold Week’s Convention in Cincinnati 
—Joseph N. Weber Again Made 
President 


What is said to have been the most conserva- 
tive convention in the history of the American 
Federation of Musicians came to a close Saturday 
night at the Hotel Gibson, Cincinnati, after a 
week of daily sessions interspersed with a number 
of attractive entertalnoment features. 

The credential committee reported 225 dele- 
gates present, representing 164 local unions. 
More than a hundred women accompanied the 
delegates, and a number of friends were guests 
of the Federation during the week. 

Aggressive proposals presented at the sessions 
were conelstently voted down, one after another. 
During the week the following measures went to 
defeat, snowed under overwhelming opposition: 
Proposal to build a national home for aged mu- 
sicians, an effort to make the membership uni- 
versal so that members moving from one State 
to another might not have to renew membership, 
proposal to hold meetings bienniaXy, endorsement 
of prohibition, resolution opposing national pre- 
Pparedness. 

The annual election of officers was held by 
Australian ballot. President, Joseph N. Weber, 
New York; secretary, Owen Miller, St. Louis, 
and treasurer, Otto Ostendorf, St. Louis, were 
re-elected without opposition. William J. Kern- 
good, New York City, was elected vice-presi- 
dent, after a second vote was taken, the first 
failing to give a majority. 

The executive board was elected as follows: 
Frank Rorgel, A. C. Hayden, Theodore Perry and 
©. A. Weaver. Delegates to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor will be: Joseph N. Weber, 
Owen Miller, D. A. Carey and Charles Carbon.

$100 for theaters having a seating capacity of 
1,000. In cases in which the exhibitions do not 
exceed three each week the fee shall be one- 
half. In cases in which the exhibitions are 
given in conjunction with the sale of patent 
medicines the license fee is $) per week.

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NO HOPE FOR THE WHITE RATS 
WITH THE SAME BOARD 


Now that the White Rats’ election is over 
and the clique has been re-elected, they have 
declared that Mountford’s salary is $10,000 per 
year. Those deputy organizers, such as Whalen 
and Barry Connors, must feel cheap with their 
$35 or $40 per week, and, considering the fact 
that they have done all the real work. No 
wonder the members are cured and will not pay 
mere dues. Mountford says that only six re- 
signed. Can it be possible there were only six 
brave men in that organization? Mountford 
calls them cowards. He has a reason. He does 
not want to lose that $10,000, but you can bet 
there are more than two thousand back in their 
dues and a lot more that are sorry they sent in 
theirs. So, Mountford, you had better do the 
Cook act and grab the ten thousand now. It 
will not be there long, and, remember, that 
beard knews how te lose money. 


Mountford now says they have 80 per cent. 
Some weeks ago he said 9), and he only ac- 
knowledges that six resigned. According to 
that, six must be 10 per cent. Now, I will 
admit it is a shame to pick Mountford up on 
such an item. He does not want a closed shop 
now as there would be no loop-hole to get out 
of. Mountford and his claim of over SO and 90 
per cent. Why, they never had 30 per cent, and 
a few thousand of those have refused to pay 
dues, and the rest are sticking on account of 
Fitzpatrick. 

Let's give their recent election the once-over: 
The supposition was that it was to get rid of 
that discredited board that lost for the organi- 
zation nearly $200,000 and put that lemon of a 
clubhouse on the organization. organization 
will never be able to carry it, and now $10,000 
more for Mountford. 

Yes, the election was supposed to be to get md 
of that bourd, but the board knew different, as 
they ran again and the machinery was used to 
re-elect those that they wanted, so the clique 
was re-elected. Of course, Honest Fogarty was 
not wanted. They had milked him dry. I told 
him two years ago in Boston that he would get 
the same deal that Ezra Kendall got. Fogarty 
would not do because he would not be a ‘‘yes- 
man’ for that bunch. He was wise to Mount- 
ford and Mountford must have those that wit! 
egree with him and the clique. Se McCree and 
Niblo nominated Esmond for B'g Chief. Esmond 
was one of the discredited board and clique, and, 
of course, suited Mountford, so the machinery 
was put in motion to elect him Big Chief. 
Stidkers and instructions were sent all over the 
country, but the plans of Mountford and the 
clique were upset because James William Fitz- 
patrick entered the race at the eleventh hour 
and beat out Esmond for Big Chief. That was 
a blow for Mountford and the clique. A few 
of the old board that were not elected are cry 
ing and saying: ‘That's gratitude, after all we 
did for those Rats."" Can you imagine that? 


They want credit for getting rid of all that 
money and driving all but six hundred out of 
the organization. They think there is going to 
be another pie (more contracts), and that is 
why Mountford was brought back and told to 
cut loose and to go as strong as he liked. But 
it is not going to work this time. 

Mountford has made the board pay the Feder- 
ation of Labor a per capita tax on eleven bun- 
dred members when the organization only has 
about half that. Who is Mountford trying to 
fool by using the same old methods and spending 
the poor actors’ money? He is only fooling 
Harry Mountford and the clique. Honesty is the 
best and only policy to run that organization on. 

He has tried to get the Federation to get the 
insurgents back into the White Rats. Ne 
chance as long as the White Rats is run as it 
is now. The insurgents can not stand for 
Monntford and that clique. Movuntford’s methods 
are all wrong. The insurgents know the White 
Rats is pot an international organization. The 
insurgents know the funds are still used to save 
the clubhouse. The insurgents know the con- 
stitution and by-laws are not in accordance 
with the laws of the Federation of Labor. The 
insurgents can not stand for the way Mountford 
put his salary clause in the new constitution 
and by-laws of the White Rats, and the board 
must have been a party to it. Now, in place 
of those dots and as per agreement with the 
board, the ‘‘nigger in the wood-pile’’ comes to 
light. and we find the board has allowed Mount- 
ford $10,900 a year for hot air. No wonder the 
White Rats can not take care of the sick and 
bery the dead. 

Fitzpatrick will not be able to do any more 
than Fogarty did, as the same board is in 
control. 

The members are with Fitzpatrick, and should 
be, as he can call a special meeting and vote 
for a new election and new by-laws and elect 
an entire new buoch. Get rid of the hot-air 
guy and that cliqne and start the organization 
on honest grounds, and then performers will not 
be ashamed to acknowledge that they belong to 
such an organization,

Editorial Comment 


THE NEW ORGANIZATION 


The new vaudeville artists’ organi- 
zation, the formation of which is now 
under way, was inevitable in the light 
of recent events within the ranks of 
the White Rats Actors’ Union of 
America. Time and time again The 
Billboard pointed out to those at the 
helm of the White Rats, as well as to 
the membership at large, that unless 
there was a radical departure in ex- 
isting conditions the organization 
would have to go. There could be no 
alternative. With constant friction 


between the vaudeville managers ana’ 
White Rats, due in the main to the 
policies and tactics of an agitator, 
there could be only one possible golu- 
tion—the passing of the White Rat 
organization and the forming of a 
new order, one constructed along 
model lines, with beneficial and pro- 
tective elements as its principal pur- 
poses, and not labor propaganda 
such as has been injected into the, 
Rats. 

Harry Mountford and his followerg 
who still remain within the White Rat 
ranks may deride as much as they 
choose this new organization, but the 
fact remains that it will be launched | 
with a membership of fully 2,000, with 
every prospect of this membership be- 
ing rapidly increased as the perform- 
ers in vaudeville throughout the coun- 
try become cognizant of its existence, 
its aims and its purposes. Hundreds 
of former White Rats, who have with- 
drawn from the order during the last 
few months, since the return to activ- 
ity of Mountford, will be numbered 
among the ranks of the National 
Vaudeville Artists, Inc., and there will 
also be included as members many 
vaudeville performers who hitherto 
have not been affiliated with any or- 


livelihood by agitation and the fomen- 
tation of dissension and controversy. 


WHY KEEP OSCAR OUT?

SKATING RINK NEWS

WHITE CITY RINK UNDER WAY 


The combination rolier and ice rink to be built 
on the grounds of White City Amusement Park, 
Chicago, is well under way. The management 

lanned to have the rink in operation by June 1, 
but changes in the plans will place the opening 
between June 10 and 15. The new rink, which 
will take care of both branches of the | 
sport, is claimed to be the la:gest open air rin 
in the country. The building will be 130x230 
feet. In addition to the length there is a gap 
of nearly 100 feet between the rink and another 
large building over 100 feet long. It is the in- 
tention of Manager Joseph Biefield to build the 
roller floor on the first 230 feet for the summer 
as a roller rink. Then in the winter, if the de- 
mand for skating on ice warrants it, he will 
extend the ice skating out to the open 100 feet, 
giving the skaters a chance to skate either in 
the open or under roof. If it is necessary the 
entire addition to the 100 feet in the open can 
be joined with an additional 100 feet inclosed 
and make it one of the largest rinks in the 
world. The scheme is a very clever one. 


PROFESSIONALS SHOULD BOOST 


For many years I have had the opportunity to 
talk to nearly every skating act, team or in- 
dividual in both the roller and ice profession. 
Like other professions, there is a great deal of 
jealousy among the skating fraternity. Instead 
of praising a certain skater or act or acting 
fair with each other, knocking seems to 
chief pastime. This ill feeling has not done the 
exhibition p.ofession any good. Certain man- 
agers have been willing to book skating acts, 
but were not certain whether the ones they 
wonted were good or bad. These same skaters, 
after a year's time, were fortunate enough to 
get a booking with the managers who had been 
afraid to book them. Then it was that the 
truth leaked out. In no instance should a skater 
be ridiculed and kept from making good just 
because he has not had the long experience of 
the older skater. Every skater has to get a 
start, and they should be encouraged, for the 
more skaters there are in the profession the 
better for the skating amusement. You wit 
bear skaters say: ‘“‘Why that dub was only a 
skating instructor a couple of years ago.’’ But 
still t certain skater is well qualified to de- 
liver the goods. Some of them hate to see the 
others get a booking, even though it does not 
interfere with them in the least. There are 
several skaters who could have been well up in 
the skating amusement today if it had not 
been for the awful jealousy that exists in the 
It seems as though one is 


together end boost for one another and hel 
the skating amusement a first-class profession. 
They all have little inimitable specialties, but 
this fact should not give those who are not able 
to perform the same stunts an opportunity to 
knock. Let us all try to be boosters, for those 
who are not entitled to be boosted will soon 
show their hands. Many of the star pro 
fessional skaters of the present day were green 
skaters when they started, but if they were 
bonded the hook at the beginning they would 
not be in the limelight as they are. t us 
hereafter think twice before we use our hammer.

BRIGHTON BEACH RINK 


To Reopen for Season May 20

New York, May 13.—An entirely renovated 
and new Brighton Beach Roller Rink will be 
reopened to the New York City skating enthu- 
siasts on Saturday evening, May 20. The popu- 
lar seaside rink is still under the management 
of Myron A. Finke and Harry D. Finke, and this 
season will make the seventh consecutive one 
under their management. 

The influx of ice skating enthusiasts has 
caused a renewed interest in skating, and this 
fever has spread so as to include roller skating.

WOMAN FAIR SECRETARY 
Gives Tips on Fair Management 


Ocala, Fla., May 12.—Mrs. A. Tweedy, secre- 
tary of the Marion County Fair Association. whose 
dates this year are November 28 to December 
1, gives some of her views regarding fair man- 
agement in the following: ‘‘We are very much 
impressed with the fact that most of the secre- 
taries and fair managers av not begin early 
enough in their preparation for their fairs. 
Leaving too much to do at the last minute, or 
during the last few weeks before the fair, causes 
confusion when it means tne saving of dollars 
to have cool heads for the management of the 
finances during the time the fair is in session. 
The premium lists should be out by the first of 
May. and be carefully distributed in the homes 
of the territory from which exhibits are ex- 
pected. Premium lists piled up in banks and 
business houses do no gool except to the very 
few. They should be put in the homes of the 
people either by mail or personal distribution. 
This is only one of the many things our fair 
has learned.” 


NEW AVIATION FIELD 


Garden City, L. I.,. May 12.—The Wright Aero- 
plane Company, headed by William BR. Thomn- 
son, has leased the entire aviation field at this 
city for a term of five years and will open 
an aviation school here. The Wricht Company, 
with a capitalization of $5.000.000. is expected 
to make of the field one of the best aviation 
centers in the world.

Secretary George G. White of the Bertram, 
Texas.

and merchants are at leisure. We are also 
making arrangements to join the Texas Federa- 
tion of Fairs."’

PARAMOUNT HEAD FAVORS 


MOTION PICTURE COMBINE 


Recent Consolidation of Production Interests 
by Triangle, Famous Players and Lasky 
Is Commented Upon by Presi- 


dent W. W. 


Hodkinson 


New York, May 13.—Not until today has there 
emanated from W. H. Hodkinson, president of 
the Paramount Pictures Corporation any etate- 
ment bearing upon the recent consolidation of 
production interests of the Famous Players, 
Triangle and Jesse L. Lasky interests. As bas 
previously been pointed out this consolidation 
will have no bearing whatsoever with the rela- 
tions that Famous Players and Lasky have with 
Paramount, as they will still continue to re- 
lease through that distributing organization, 
Commenting on the recent consolidation Mr. 
Hodkinson said: 

“We favor any combination that will bring 
about economy in the production end of the 
business, and at the same time maintain a high 
quality of pietures. Motion picture producers 


“have been fighting each other very bitterly for } 


stars, directors, authors, staffs and copyrights; | 
on that account they have run up the cost of 
their productions exceedingly high. Any com- 


bination to eliminate this, to obviate the de- | 
struction of special scenery, after it has only | 
been used once, any regulating of enormous sal- ! 
aries paid sereen stars and staffs, any step that | 
will increase the earning power of the producer j 
without interfering with the standard of his | 
product, is a good thing. The inevitable read- 
justment of the proportions between stars, pro- 
ducers and authors is far better reached by 
such a means than through the «collapse which 
seems destined to follow the presen: period of 
inflation. 

“Aside from that Paramount is not particular- 
ly concerned with it, because Paramount is not 
a producing company. It is a distributing com- 
pany. And if, by combining, the producers for 
our pregram could have cut down expenges and 
increased their profits, it would have been ideal 
from our standpoint, In’ the proposed combina- 
tion there is nothing to regret. There fs, how- 
ever, something to regret in what was coincident 
with it. It is a lamentable fact that a discus- 
sion of such a merger. has been capitalized into 
sensational stories—not manufactured by the 
newspapers, but obviously by persons outside 
newspaper offices, We regret exceedingly that 
such a situation has created a condition that 
might make it appear as if film steck was be- 
ing manipulated. And even more to be re- 
gretted is the fact that even this brief publicity 
hae been nsed as a selling argoment to allenate 
Paramount exhibitors, Of course, such a condi- 
tion placed our producing companies in a position 
doubly embarrassing, considering the cordial re- 
lations that exist betweén them and Paramount. 

“Mr. Zukor, president of the Famous Players 
Film Company, issued an official statement, in 
which he put down his views on the conserving 
of productive expenses. : 

“In part he said: “The genuisze and most im- 
portant object of the affiliation of film interests 
for which these conferences were arranged is 
the tremendous advantage that will thus be 
created for the production of bigger and better 
pictures. The coalition of producing facilities 
and equipment and staffs tnat would result from 
this arrangement would increase the efficiency |* 
of each of the companies involved {n-a reason- 
able degree . such an ‘aMiation of inter- 
ests as is now contemplated’ would remove at 
once al’ the necessary. obstactes that have so 
far impeded the fullest progress of the photo- 
play art.’ 

“Paramonnt is heartily in accord with those 
views of Mr. Zukor. It would be in sympathy 
with any movement that woul? work for the con- 
tinuation of its policy of better pictures. 

“The cost of production, of course, is some- 
thing that we know comparatively little about. 
We know something about the manufacturers’ 
problem in paying for stars and controlling the 
services of authors; but that-is something en 
tirely outside our province. What we afe 
interested in is in disposing of the products 
of these producers, which products, by the way, 
we control for a period of twenty-four years as 
yet. We have definite contracts for so many 
pictures on certain terms and have an ample 
volume of business continually increasing to war- 
rant our meeting all of our obligations to the 
producers. That is why our producers felt called 
upon at once to make such vigorous denials of 
the sensational stories that unfortunately had 
been spread broadcast. Mr. Goldfish, vice-prest- 


dent and general manager of the Jesse L. 
Lasky Feature Flay Comvany, quickly crystal- 
ized their position in relation to us when he 
said: 

“‘T have read the stories that appeared in 
the various newspapers, and wish emphatically 


ed. The Lasky Company has no intention of 
releasing its productions through any other dis- 
tributing concern than Paramount Pictures Cor- 
poration in the United States.’ 

“Shortly afterwards the Triangle Film Cor- 
poration issued a statement saying in part that: 
‘The new combination of interests is by no 
means the far-reaching affair indicated in un- 
authorized reports of some weeks ago.’ 

“Of course, by ‘reperts’ Triangle meant sen- 
sational newspaper stories and possibly a circular 
letter that was distributed on April 28 by 
a well-known stock and bond house. It was to 
house customers. In speaking of this combina- 
tion it said: ‘It is estimated that this (the 
combinatien) should save $3,000,000 annually to 
the Triangle interests alone and probably save 
$1,000,000 to the other companies involved. 
This saving alone should be sufficient to return 


| very satisfactory dividends on the new stock 


. It is rumored that the present Triangle 
stock will be exchanged share for share.’ 
“Paramount has every confidence in its pro- 
dueers and its producers have every confidence 
in Paramount. Paramount anticipates nothing 
but the continued perforni.nce of their contracts 
—continuance of better pictures for better ped- 


i ple.’’

Brilliant Young Directress Takes Vacation 
After Strenuous Work in Universal Pacific 
Coast Studios—Busy Now With Plans 
for New Problem Plays 


New York, May 12.—Lois Weber, the woman

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SAN FRANCISCO CENSORSHIP 


ding Ordinance Creates New Board 
Oe Entering Film Game 


San Francisco, May 13.—That local film ex- 
hibitors are to be sacrificed for politics and the 
feur of a possible prohibition propaganda, was 
the astonishing statement made at the special 
meeting of the Board of Supervisors this week 
when Cornelius Deasy carefully explained that 
he was against the motion to abolish the Board 
of Censors because William Randolph Hearst 
was in the moving picture game and had al- 
ready announced himself for prohibition, and 
might want to show films advocating prohibi- 
tion. At least that was the inference every one 
carried away with them after Deasy got through. 
Here are bis exact words; 

“] will say this to the members of the Board 

of Supervisors, although I did not say it in 
committee. I was in favor of abolishing the 
oard of Censors, but I understand that Mr. 
Hearst is interested in the moving picture busi- 
ness. 
“There is to be a fight on prohibition in this 
city and State next fall, It is said that Mr. 
Hearst intends to use the moving pictures to 
put forward his propaganda in favor of probi- 
bition. 

“I, therefore, am not in favor of abolishing 
the Board of Censors." 

After Deasy’s explanation, Supervisor McLaren 
withdrew his motion for the abolishment of the 
Censor Board, but the action on the proposed 
ordinance was put over another week at the 
request of John T. Williams, attorney for the 
Moving Picture Exhibitors’ Association. 

Here are the fundamental points of the new 
ordinance, which is practically certain of pass- 
uge: 

The proposed new ordinance abolishes the old 
board and creates a new one. 

The new board, it is proposed, shall be com- 
posed of five members, appointed as follows: 

Three by the Mayor, at least one of whom 
shall be a woman and one a member of the 
Moving Picture Exhibitors’ Association. 

One by the Board of Education. 

One by the Board of Police Commissioners. 

The duties of such board are to “prevent im- 
moral pictures being displayed and acts of vio- 
lence depicted in such detail as to offend public 
morality and decency."’ 

Such a board could prevent a permit being 
isened for the exhibition of any picture. 

This revival of the censorship question came 
about throngh an opinion recently given by City 
Attorney Long. that the board, as constituted 
at present, is illegal, as appointments have no 
appointive power in the city admistration. 

It bas been charged all along by certain in 
tevests that the agitation for stricter censorship 
regulations was the work of politicians who 
wished a club for their own purposes and the 
frank announcement of Deasy seems to confinn 
the charges,

The White Rat agitator’s attempt to try and 
have the average vaude. artist believe that it 
is only members of the U. B. GO. who are op- 

to his methods, certainly has fallen fat. 
He evidently has forgotten the recent statement 
appearing over the signatures of Sam A. Scrib- 
ner, Marcus Loew, William Fox and B. 8S. Moss, 
which stated plainly that they were not only 
members of the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective 
Association, but officers as well, and by this 
time the agitator should realize, that, while all 
of these managers may compete with each other 
for business, that they have banded together as 
a body and are fighting for one single purpose, 
to save their business. 

It should be remembered that the performers 
ean not injure the managers without injuring 
themselves, and the same applies the other way. 
White Rat affairs are now being handled by per- 
formers and experformers who have no act to 
sell, who have nothing to lose and nothing to 
gain but revenge. 

In the salaried agitator’s paid page a week ago 
he mentioned the names of Charles Leonard 
Fletcher, Bert Levy and Fred Hallen opposite 
a list of alleged White Rat members, asking 
the performer in which column he wanted to be 
placed. Out of these White Rats named, but 
two are in yaudeville, Frank J. Fogarty and 
James J. Morton.

terially amended, and the opponents of the legis- 
lation take this to indicate that he will promptly 
return the bill to the legislature without his sig- 
nature, which is necessary to enact it into law. 

The protest meeting at Albany last Thursday 
was one of the biggest demonstrations of its 
kind ever held in this State. Hundreds of men 
identified with the motion picture industry, sup- 
plemented by clergymen, attorneys and business 
men, journeyed to the State capital by special 
train from New York, and upon being received 
by the Governor voiced their protestations in 
such fashion as to convince the executive it is 
believed, that the sentiment for censorship was 
not overwhelming as its proponents would have 
him believe, and also that its constitutionality 
Was a matter of grave doubt. 

It is not likely that any action will be taken 
by Governor Whitman before Monday or Tuesday. 
He was in New York on Saturday to review the 
big preparedness parade, so that his rejection of 
the measure was not looked for before the first of 
this week. 

Shou'd Governor Whitman veto the Cristman- 
Wheeler Bill, as is now quite probable, it is 
felt in film circles that it will be a long time 
before legislation of this type will again be at- 
tempted, 

There have been no new developments in Wash- 
ington the past week, where the Smith-Hughes 
bill was reported out of committee last Monday, 
and it seoms a pretty safe gamble that the 
easure will not be taken up for a vote at 
th's session of Congress. 

In Maryland the fight te test the constitutional- 
ity of the recently enacted censorship bill is 
be'ng token ‘pto the courts, with every prospect 
of the issue being brought to an early hearing.

by those advocating such a tax that it would be 
more equitable in view of the fact that at present 
a mvtion picture house, for instance, which gives 
but one, two or three shows a week, is com- 
pelled to pay the same tax in proportion to seat- 
ing capacity that a house which gives perform- 
ances each day in the week has to pay. 

It is’ possible also, in the case of circuses, 
which have very large attendances as a rule, 
but which operate only in certain seasons, that 
some special provision may be made as to them, 
something not so stringent as in the case of thea- 
ters and moving picture houses. Just what 
bas's will be adopted for fixing the new tax on 
amusement places has not yet been worked out, 
as the committee has not taken up these matters 
formally as yet. 

The present emergency tax law as to places 
of amusement reads as follows: 

“Proprietors of theaters, museums and concert 
halls, where a charge for admission is made, hav- 
ing a seating capacity of not more than two 
hundred and fifty. shall pay $25; having a seat- 
ing capacity of more than two hundred and fifty 
and not exceeding five hundred, shall pay $50; 
having a seating capacity exceeding five hundred, 
and not exceeding eight hundred, shall pay $75; 
having a seating capacity of more than eight 
hundred, shall pay $100. Every edifice used for 
the purpose of dramatic or operatic or other 
representations, plays or performances, for ad- 
mission to which entrance money is received, 
not including halls or armories rented or used 
occasionally fer concerts or theatrical repre- 
sentations, shall be regarded as a theater: Pro- 
vided, That whenever any such edifice is under 
lease at the passage of this act, the tax shall be 
paid by the lessee, unless otherwise stipulated

“Proprietors or agents of all other public ex- 
hibitions or shows for money not enumerated in 
this section shall pay $10: Provided, That a 
special tax paid in one State or Territory,"’ etc., 
“shall not have to be paid in another. Provided 
further, that this paragraph shall not apply to 
Chautauquas, lecture lyceums, egricultural or in- 
dustrial fairs, or exhibitions held under the 
auspices of or religious or charitable axsocia- 
tions. 

“Proprietors of bowling alleys and billiard 
rooms shall pay $5 for each alley or table. Every 
building or place where bowls are thrown or 
where games of billiards or pool are played, 
and that are open to the public with or without 
price, shall be regarded as a bowling alley or a 
dilllard room, respectively.” 

Naturally, when the ways and means com- 
mittee takes up the question of revising the 
special! tax as to places of amusement many 
Questions will enter into their deliberations, and 
information doubtless will be sought touching 
the effect of any proposed changes in the amount 
of the tax on each such place. The idea which 
will control the committee, to an extent at least, 
in making changes in the special tax, it Is said. 
will be to fix it on institutions or articles the en- 
joyment of which may be considered as con- 
stituting a luxury. This will bring in mann- 
factured tobaccos and liquors, and it is probable 
that the tax on each will be materially increased. 
The special tax of $1.50 a barrel on beer, ale, 
porter and other similar fermented liquors is 
expected to be increased to $2 a barrel at least, 
and the tax on wines, spirits, etc., also is to 
be increased, it is reported, especially the tax 
on beer and spirits. 

Work is expected to be started by the com- 
mittee on the new tax measure at once, and it is 
Planned to push it to completion. The two p- 
litical conventions at Chicago and St. Touls may 
interfere with the sessions of the committee for 
a time, but pressure is now being brought to bear 
to shape the bill so that it may be acted upon 
by the two houses in plenty of time to make it 
effective at as early'a date as possib'e, and in 
time to permit of the adjournment of Congress 
at the earliest possible date.
